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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. Simply 
because a user may browse without paying in Wiser does not mean that it is deficient to teach the claimed limitation. A user must still go 
through data validation to access the dowloading service, whether or not browsing even occurs (Wiser includes embodiments without 
browsing, it is not required to browse before downloading), and thus the claim limitation is met. Additionally, access to the downloading 
service of a file at a certain quality level is denied until the data for that level is validated (see col. 1 9, lines 1 3-30), thus confirming the 
consumer's cability to use that level. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to Yamanaka are also unpersuasive. Applicant alleges that the service in Yamanaka is performed 
before any check is performed. On the contrary, the check is performed before the service is provided. If the user has sufFlcient capacity, 
the content is provided. If not, then the content is not provided. The check would serve no purpose if it was done after the content was 
provided even though the user did not have sufficient capacity to use the service. 
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
